The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina  con- 
vened in  Grace  Church,  Prosperity,  S.  C,  November  3,  1887,  and 
began  the  exercises  of  the  Sixty -third  Annual  Session. 

The  Synodical  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman, 
President  of  Synod,  from  Jer.  6:16.

President's  Report. 

Dear  Brethren  :  Under  the  guiding  hand  of  an  ever  merciful 
God  we  have  been  brought  safely  through  another  ecclesiastical  year, 
and  are  assembled  in  synodical  convention  to  recount  the  labors  of 
the  past,  to  legislate  for  the  future,  and  to  encourage  each  other  in  the 
prosecution  of  our  important  work.  During  the  year  we  have  had 
our  labors  and  trials,  our  lights  and  shadows,  our  joys  and  sorrows, 
but  through  them  all  the  Lord  has  mercifully  brought  us,  and  only 
one  of  our  number  has  been  cut  down  by  the  hand  of  death.  Rev. 
B.  Kreps,  a  faithful  laborer  among  us,  was  called  to  his  reward  in 
July  last,  and  you  will  be  expected  to  take  such  action  as  will  suitably 
honor  his  memory. 

And  now,  grateful  to  God  for  the  blessings  received,  strengthened 
by  the  success  which  has  attended  our  labors,  and  confidently  assured 
of  God's  continued  favor  and  blessing,  let  us,  in  reliance  on  Him, 
address  ourselves  earnestly  to  the  performance  of  the  dutues  which 
now  demand  our  attention. 

As  your  presiding  officer,  I  have  performed  the  duties  imposed, 
to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  submit  for  your  consideration  this  report 
of  my  official  acts. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

October  28,  1886,  I  received  an  official  letter  from  the  Council  of 
Ebenezer  Church,  Columbia,  asking  advice  in  the  matter  of  securing 
a  supply  during  the  continuance  of  the  Seminary  course  of  Mr.  M. 
M.  Kinard,  who  had  been  previously  called  to  the  pastorship  of  that 
Church.  I  visited  and  advised  with  the  brethren  of  the  Council.  The 
valuable  services  of  Rev.  J.  Steck,  D.  D.,  were  secured  and  continued 
until  the  ordination  and  installation  of  Mr.  Kinard  in  July  last. 

October  29,  1886,  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Council  of  Orange- 
burg Lutheran  Church  declining  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of 
Synod  to  unite  Sandy  Run  with  the  congregation  in  Orangeburg.  In 
answering  this  communication,  I  urged  a  hearty  compliance  with  the 
action  of  Synod,  at  least  for  one  year,  but  the  church  still  declined, 
and  the  arrangement  proposed  did  not  go  into  effect. 

December  14,  1886,  Rev.  L.  E.  Busby  informed  me  that  he  had 
consented  to  preach'for  St,  Peter's  Church,  Lexington  County,  until 
the  present  meeting  of  Synod.  My  attention  was  also  called  to  the 
fact  that  a  petition  from  Pisgah  Church  to  be  received  into  Synod  was 
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overlooked  >t  our  last  meeting ;  but,  as  that  congregation  has  been 
recognized  by  the  Synod  since  1880,  your  President  is  of  opinion  that 
it  is  a  duly  accredited  member  of  this  body.  (See  minutes  of  1880  pp. 
6  and  16;    Minutes  of  1881  pp.  15,  37,  and 38.) 

RESIGNATIONS  AND  DISMISSIONS. 

December  30,  1886,  an  honorable  dismission  was  granted  Rev.  A. 
.1.  Bowers  to  enable  him  to  unite  with  the  Southwest  Virginia  Synod. 

February  15,  1887,  Rev.  A.  B.  McMackin  resigned  his  office  as 
Secretary  of  Synod,  notified  me  of  his  resignation  of  Luther  Chapel 
congregation,  and  askeA  for  a  letter  of  dismissal  to  enable  him  to  con- 
nect with  the  East  Ohio  Synod.  The  same  was  granted,  and  Rev. 
Prof.  Holmes  Dysinger  appointed  ^ecretarj  ui  Synod  to  fill  the  unex- 
pired term  of  Bro.  McMackin. 

October  21,  1887,  Rev.  Sidney  T.  Riser  was  granted  an  honorable 
dismissal  to  the  Synod  of  Virginia. 

Rev.  Z.  W.  Bedenbaugh  has  resigned  the  Beth  Eden  Pastorate; 
resignation  to  take  effect  at  our  present  meeting. 

Rev.  L.  K.  Probst  has  resigned  the  Wentworth  Street  Lutheran 
Church,  Charleston;  resignation  to  take  effect  the  15th  of  December. 

MINISTERIUM  AND  ORDINATIONS. 

The  constitutional  number  of  ministers  having  requested  me  to 
call  an  extra  session  of  the  Ministerium,  that  body  met  in  Newberry, 
S.  C,  June  14th,  1887,  and  after  due  consideration,  directed  me  to 
ordain  to  the  office  of  the  Holy  Ministry  candidates  Sidney  T.  Riser 
and  M.  M.  Kinard.  Accordingly  Mr.  M.  M.  Kinard  was  ordained 
and  installed  in  Ebenezer  Church,  Columbia,  July  10,  1887,  Revs.  E. 
A.  Bolles  and  J.  E.  Berley  assisting  in  the  ordination,  and  Rev.  Dr. 
G.  W.  Holland  in  the  ^installation ;  and  Mr.  Sidney  T.  Riser,  was 
ordained  in  St.  John's  Church,  Charleston,  July,  24,  1887.  Revs.  S. 
S.  Rahn,  J.  Heckel,  J.  P.  Smeltzer,  D.  D.,  E.  T.  Horn,  D.  D.,  L.  K. 
Probst  and  A.  C.  Muller,  taking  prominent  part  in  the  serv  ices. 

SECURITIES  OF  SEMINARY  FUND. 

April  19,  1887,  Rev.  E.  T.  Horn,  D.  D.,  notified  me  that  in  accord- 
ance with  the  action  of  Synod,  the  bonds  belonging  to  the  Seminary 
Fund  had  been  registered  and  that  the  committee  had  approved  the 
bond  of  Mr.  J.  D.  Cappelmann,  Treasurer  of  said  Fund.  This  bond 
was  placed  in  the  hands  of  our  Secretary,  and  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee is  herewith  submitted. 

NEW  CHURCHES. 

December  12,  1886,  a  second  Lutheran  Church  was  organized  in 
the  city  of  Columbia,  known  as  "St.  Paul's  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church."  This  congregation  now  numbers  46  members  with  a  Sun- 
day-school of  50  pupils,  has  adopted  the  constitution  of  this  Synod 
and  that  of  the  United  Synod,  purchased  a  valuable  building  lot  on 
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the  northwest  corner  of  Blinding  and  Bull  Streets  at  a  cost  of  $2,000; 
prays  to  be  received  into  full  connection  with  this  body,  and  for 
material  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  its  work.  A  brief  history  of  the 
organization  with  their  petition  to  Synod,  is  herewith  submitted. 

March  13,  1887,  a  congregation,  with  25  members  enrolled,  was 
duly  organized  in  Newberry  County,  at  a  place  known  as  O'Neal! 
Academy,  and  the  prospects  are  reported  good. 

April  17,  1887,  a  congregation,  with  an  enrolled  membership  of  40 
was  organized  in  Newberry  County,  at  a  place  known  as  Ridge  Road 
Academy,  and  a  house  of  worship  will  soon  be  seady  for  dedication, 
free  of  debt. 

These  new  congregations  have  been  received  into  full  connection 
with  Newberry  Conference,  and  are  doing  faithful  work  tor  the 
Master. 

COB NEK-STONE  LAVING. 

The  corner-stone  of  the  English  Lutheran  Church,  of  Augusta, 
Georgia,  was  laid  May  16,  1887,  with  appropriate  ceremonies  and  an 
able  sermon  by  Rev.  S.  S.  Rahn. 

PASTORATES. 

The  Newberry  Conference  at  a  recent  meeting,  acting  under 
authority  of  that  part  of  our  constitution  relating  to  District  Confer- 
ences, adopted  the  following  arrangement  of  Pastorates,  to  go  into 
effect  a  year  hence,  and  subject  to  approval  of  Synod  : 

Beth  Eden  and  Colony  Churches  a  pastorate  ;  St.  Matthew's,  St. 
Philip's  and  Ridge  Road  Churches  a  pastorate  ;  Macedonia,  Mt.  Pil- 
grim and  O'Neall  Churches  a  pastorate  ;  Bethlehem  and  St.  John's 
Churches  a  pastorate  ;  St.  Paul's  and  Mt.  Tabor  Churches  a  pastorate; 
St.  Luke's  Church  a  pastorate ;  Grace  Church,  Prosperity,  a  pastor- 
ate. 

MISSIONS. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  gratifying  success  which  has  attended 
the  labors  of  our  Augusta  Missionary,  and  the  hopeful  prospects  of 
the  mission  ;  but  the  liberal  and  continued  support  of  this  Synod  is 
necessary  to  its  final  success.  To  that  end  we  urge  upon  you  the 
necessity  of  wise  and  efficient  legislation,  and  the  early  payment  of 
the  $200  still  due  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  completion  of  its 
church  edifice. 

As  to  our  Foreign  Mission  work,  Rev.  W.  P.  Swartz  has  greatly 
disappointed  and  grieved  our  Synod,  in  common  with  the  whole 
Southern  Church,  by  his  abandonment  of  the  work  in  India,  still  we 
earnestly  entreat  our  people  not  to  allow  this  unfortunate  occurrence, 
in  any  way,  to  dampen  their  zeal  in  the  cause  of  Missions.  Rather 
let  it  stimulate  us  to  devise  and  execute  liberal  things  in  this  holy 
cause,  assured  that  well  directed  effort  will  not  be  in  vain. 

The  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  which  has 
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become  an  important/actor  in  the  mission  affairs  of  our  Synod,  will 
receive,  at  your  hands,  that  encouragement  to  which  their  efficient 
w  ork  justly  entitles  them. 

EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  state  that  Newberry  College  and 
our  Theological  Seminary  have  opened  under  favorable  circumstances 
and  are  doing  a  good  work  for  our  Southern  Church.  Eighty  students 
have  been  already  enrolled  in  College,  with  four  in  the  Seminary-, 
and  the  outlook  is  very  encouraging.  These  institutions  deserve  the 
hearty  support  of  all  our  pastors  and  people,  and  should  receive 
such  attention  at  our  hands  as  the  importance  of  the  work  demands. 

THE  UNITED  SYNOD. 

The  approaching  Convention  of  the  United  Synod  will  remind 
you  of  the  necessity  of  electing  delegates  to  represent  you  in  that 
body,  and  of  the  great  importance  of  offering  special  inducements  for 
the  location  of  its  Theological  Seminary  at  Newberry.  Our  legisla- 
tion on  this  subject  must  be  speedy  and  decisive.

lothe  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina  : 

The  duty  of  making  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Newberry  College  has  unavoidably  fallen  upon  the  Secretary,  who 
hereby  respectfully  submits  such  matters  as  he  deems  it  advisable  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  your  body  : 

1.  The  report  submitted  to  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting  by  the 
President  of  the  College,  showing  the  condition  of  the  institution,  the 
character  of  its  students  and  the  scope  and  amount  of  the  work 
already  accomplished,  was  most  gratifying. 

2.  The  Board  requested  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bachman  Endowment 
Fund  to  obtain,  as  soon  as  practicable,  the  consent  of  the  donors  of 
the  Fund  to  the  proposed  change  of  the  present  mode  of  investment, 
so  that  it  may  hereafter  be  invested  in  other  than  real  estate  secur- 
ities. 

3.  The  Board  again  guaranteed  the  salaries  of  the  College  professors  ; 
and  adopted  a  resolution  asking  the  Synod  to  contribute  the  sum  of 
$600  in  order  that  this  guarantee  may  be  made  good  and  the  College 
building  kept  insured.

Report  of  Committee  on  State  of  Religion. 

The  narratives  on  the  State  of  Religion  from  the  different  pastors 
and  the  parochial  reports  indicate  in  some  respects  a  very  encouraging 
condition  of  things  in  our  Synod.  The  accessions  have  been  larger 
perhaps  than  usual,  the  attendance  upon  the  preached  Word  good ; 
and  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  has  rested  upon  most  of  the  pastorates. 

It  gives  us  pain,  however,  to  learn  that  while  some  of  the  pastor- 
ates have  collected  much  of  their  full  assessment,  the  pastors  have 
failed  to  raise  their  assessments,  some  falling  below  the  smaller  assess- 
ments of  years  ago.  When  we  consider  the  abundance  of  the  har- 
vests, and  the  unusual  activity  in  trade,  the  general  improvement  in 
the  material  comfort  of  our  people,  and  the  immense  outlays  of  means 
for  pleasure  and  social  enjoyment,  and  then  find  a  shrinkage  in  con- 
tributions to  the  Lord's  treasury,  we  fear  that  many  of  our  people 
have  not  been  properly  instructed  in  regard  to  their  duty,  and  lack 
the  super-added  grace  bestowed  on  the  churches  of  Macedonia.  Their 
love,  and  faith  have  been  exuberant,  and  may  have  provoked  others, 
but  they  certainly  have  failed  in  a  very  important  Christian  grace, 
and  one  essential  to  the  growth  and  permanence  of  all  the  others. 

With  this  sad  exception  we  may  be  said  to  be  in  a  prosperous  con- 
dition.

July  27,  1887,  making  his  earthly  pilgrimage  58  years,  6  months  and 
15  days. 

He  faithfully  labored  in  Mt.  Calvary,  Gra  niteville,  Barnwell  and 
Orangeburg  Congregations,  and  among  various  Churches  in  Lexing- 
ton County,  South  Carolina.  Wherever  his  Master  called  him  to 
serve  he  did  what  he  could,  and  amidst  unceasing  toil  and  personal 
sacrifice,  counted  it  his  greatest  joy  to  advance  that  Gospel  to  which 
he  had  consecrated  his  life. 

We  who  knew  him  best  feel  that  a  hero  has  fallen.  Our  consola- 
tion is  that  he  fell,  as  heroes  ever  fall,  at  the  post  of  duty.  When  the 
records  of  human  efforts  shall  have  been  written,  no  greater  zeal,  no 
greater  sacrifice,  no  greater  faithfulness,  can  characterize  the*  life  of 
anyone  of  God's  faithful  ambassadors.

EXTRA.  SESSION. 


The  Ministerium  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of 
South  Carolina  convened  in  Luther  Chapel,  Newberry,  S.  C,  on 
Tuesday,  June  12,  1887,  at  9  A.  M.  The  exercises  were  opened 
with  singing.    Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  J.  H.  Wilson. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  following  ministers  were  found 
present :

The  President  then  read  his  report,  giving  the  reasons  for 
the  meeting. 

To  the  Ministerium  of  the  South  Carolina  Lutheran  Synod  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  You  are  called  together  to  consider  the  pro- 
priety of  ordaining  to  the  office  of  the  Holy  Ministry  the  members  of 
the  present  Senior  Class  in  our  Theological  Seminary.  The  facts  in 
the  case  are  as  follows^ 

In  February  last  a  letter  was  received  from  President  Holland, 
setting  forth  "the  desirability  of  the  ordination  of  our  candidates  at 
the  close  of  the  Session,"  and  expressing  the  belief  that  I  would  not 
be  transcending  the  spirit  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Ministerium  in 
ordaining  the  young  men  after  a  proper  examination,  conducted  by 
the  Examining  Committee  of  this  body.  Not  feeling  justified  in 
assuming  such  responsibility,  I  addressed  a  circular  letter  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Ministerium,  asking  whether  or  not  a  hearty  consent 
would  be  given  to  the  ordination,  and  twenty-six  have  been  heard 
from.  Of  these,  seventeen  consent  to  the  ordination  as  pio^&sed,  six 
oppose  it,  and  three  give  partial  consent,  Inasmuch  as  the  consent  of 
the  Ministerium  thus  obtained  was  not  unanimous,  your  President 
concluded  to  let  the  matter  rest  until  our  regular  meeting,  in  Novem- 
ber next,  but  the  constitutional  number  of  Ministers,  alter  due  con- 
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sultation,  requested  that  an  extra  session  of  the  Ministerium  be 
called.    Hence,  the  present  meeting. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Ebenezer  Church,  Columbia,  S.  C, 
sent  up  a  i)etition  at  our  last  Convention  praying  this  body  to  ordain 
Mr.  M.  M.  Kinard,  who  had  been  called  to  the  pastorship  of  said 
Church.  That  petition  was  waived  with  the  understanding  that  Mr. 
Kinard  would  take  charge  of  that  congregation  at  the  close  of  his 
Seminary  course,  and  they  expected  his  ordination  to  take  place  at 
the  same  time.  It  is,  therefore,  the  judgment  of  your  President  that 
the  case  of  Bro.  Kinard  is  sufficiently  urgent  to  justify  his  ordination 
at  the  earliest  possible  day,  and  that  the  same  should  take  place  in  the 
Church  to  which  he  is  called. 

The  whole  matter  is  now  respectfully  submitted  to  you  for  con- 
sideration and  such  action  as  you  may  deem  proper  in  the  premises.

Ministerium.

The  Second  Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Home  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod 
of  South  Carolina  met  at  4  P.  M.,  in  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  Room,  Prosperity,  S.  C,  and  was  called  to  order  by 
the  President,  Mrs.  P.  Robertson. 

By  request,  Rev.  C.  A.  Marks  conducted  the  devotional 
exercises.

The  President,  Mrs.  P.  Robertson,  read  her  address,  which 
was  received. 


Dear  Friends:  Some  one  has  said  a  "good  beginning  is  half 
the  battle."  One  year  has  passed  since  we  held  our  first  Annual 
Convention.  Though  weak  in  number  and  experience  as  we  were, 
yet  I  think  as  we  look  back  we  can  say  that  it  was  a  good  beginning. 

We  have  gained  confidence,  and  I  am  sure  we  must  feel  glad 
that  we  have  had  some  experience  from  which  to  derive  knowledge. 
This  last  word  of  my  sentence  suggests  a  thought — knowledge ! 
That  is  just  what  we  want ;  we  want  to  know  more  of  the  work  in 
which  we  are  engaged ;  for  this  we  are  met  together  to-day.  And  I 
trust  each  and  every  one  of  lis  will  go  away  feeling  that  it  was  good  to 
be  here  ;  will  go  to  our  homes  inspired  with  fresh  courage  and  energy  to 
continue  in  our  work. 

Our  Missionary  Societies  were  established  for  a  two-fold  purpose, 
to  cultivate  a  missionary  spirit  in  our  members,  and  to  secure  friends 
to  promote  the  cause  of  Missions. 

I  am  afraid  that  "missionary  spirit"  requires  a  great  deal  of  cul- 
tivating. Our  Corresponding  Secretary  tells  me  that  there  is  no 
increase  in  the  number  of  reporting  Societies  since  our  last  meeting 
(only  8  or  10  of  the  28).  I  am  sorry  to  note  this,  but  we  must 
accept  the  fact,  since  it  is  true,  not  as  a  discouragement,  but  as  a  very 
strong  reason  why  we  should  increase  our  effort,  and  thus  increase 
the  number  of  active  Societies. 

Some  of  our  Societies  are  wide-awake ;  they  go  right  on,  and 
obstacles  melt  away  before  their  zeal,  as  snow-drifts  before  the  subduing 
rays  of  a  mid-day  sun.  We,  who  are  not  foremost  in  the  fight,  can 
learn  wholesome  lessons  from  them;  lessons  of  love,  sacrifice, 
perseverance  and  endurance. 

This  is  our  Master's  work  in  which  we  are  engaged  and  we 
should  love  it. 

As  Christians,  we  should  feel  it  our  duty  to  work  in  the  Master's 
vineyard ;  this  will  sometimes  impose  a  sacrifice,  but  the  offering 
will  be  all  the  more  acceptable  for  the  sacrifice.  (I  gave  my  life  for  the 
thee  ;  what  hast  thou  done  for  me  ?  saith  our  Saviour) .  Look  abroad  in 
the  land,  and  see  the  need  of  a  movement  deep  and  wide,  to  reach  the 
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neglected  at  home  as  well  as  the  nations  abroad.  Earnest,  self-denying 
laborers  are  needed.  "Of  him  to  whom  much  is  given,  much  shall  be 
required."  How  great  is  our  responsibility  !  We,  the  women  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  should  rejoice  in  the  privilege  of  doing  our  part ; 
we  are  all  co-workers  in  a  vast  field  ;  our  work  is  well  begun,  but  that 
means  only  "half  done,"  so  it  is  very  clear  that  we  cannot  slacken  our 
pace  or  rest  from  our  work  until  it  is  finished.  For  this  we  require 
perseverance.  St.  Paul  tells  us  to  "be  not  weary  in  well-doing." 
Monotony  is  every  where — in  nature  as  in  life ;  there  is  no  employment 
from  which  we  can  extract  that  element.  It  seems  to  be  a  part 
of  our  Creator's  plan,  that  we  shall  do  the  same  thing  over  and  over 
again ;  persistent  effort  is  necessary  to  the  success  of  every  under, 
taking,  and  "the  Bible  is  full  of  promises  to  them  that  endure  unto  the 
end."  Let  us  remember  this,  and  refuse  to  be  discouraged  when  our 
task  becomes  monotonous. 

I  would  urge  upon  the  Societies  the  importance  of  taking  more 
Missionary  Journals,  as  a  means  of  gaining  Missionary  information 
and  creating  a  deeper  interest  in  our  Mission  work. 

See  what  others  are  doing  ;  benefit  by  their  successes  and  failures, 
and  increase  your  own  efforts. 

We  want  light !  Without  light  we  cannot  work.  We  cannot  take 
an  interest  in  that  about  which  we  know  nothing  ;  and  if  we  increase 
our  Missionary  intelligence  we  will  thereby  increase  our  Missionary 
interest,  and  we  will  do  more,  we  will  give  more. 

This  spirit  of  giving  needs  cultivating.  We  should  give  system- 
atically ;  not  as  we  are  prompted  here  and  there  ;  not  what  is  left  over 
and  for  which  we  have  no  particular  need,  but  as  the  Lord  has 
prospered  us. 

Each  Society  should  make  regular  collections  from  its*  members. 
I  have  no  better  plan  to  offer  than  the  one  I  suggested  last  year,  that 
of  appointing  a  Committee  to  go  around  and  collect  from  each  member 
every  month.  In  the  country  this  is  sometimes,  not  practicable,  I 
know,  as  frequently,  the  members  live  far  apart.  In  such  cases  I  can 
only  say  that  each  member  should  consider  herself  a  committee  of 
one  to  see  that  her  dues  are  paid  monthly.  And  each  President  of 
such  Societies  should  adoptlthe  plan  that  she  finds  most  effectual  in 
collecting  from  delinquents. 

Our  sister  Society  at  Orangeburg  (Rev.  J.  H.  Wilson's  charge) 
deserves  special  mention  and  commendation  for  their  work  within 
the  past  year  ;  they  alone,  having  contributed  over  two  hundred 
dollars.  This  is  excellent,  and  it  gives'us  great  pleasure  to  make  such 
a  report  to  this  Convention. 

Our  Mission  Board  will  need  all  the  money  we  can  give  them. 
The  faithful  little  band  of  workers  in  Augusta  recommend  themselves 
to  us   by    their  activity,  energy  and    zeal.     Let  us  help  them 
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until  our  Mission  there  is  completed, and  then — be  ever  ready,  ever 
willing,  to  lend  a  helping  hand  wherever  we  are  most  needed. 
May  God  add  His  blessing.  Amen.
